They would 
probably have to have text written on the back that they were reproductions 
in order to comply with the federal statute relating to reproductions.

If the 1862 $2 U.S. legal tender note does 
not have a seal, it probably resulted from no ink 
being on the press when that sheet went by. These 
seals often fade, substantially, but since you 
indicate there is no trace of it, I must assume 
that none was ever there. The valuation of such 
an item is any one’s guess. 

As to the one cent note of Perry Davis & 

Son, I have this item in my collection in several 
sizes. It is from Rhode Island. The company, apparently 
put these notes into patent medicines which they manu¬ 
factured. These notes are scarce. The Wellstood,etc. 
firm were engravers who merged into the Araeiican Bank 
Note Company about 1858. 

With respect to EARLY PAPER MONEY OF AMERICA, 
this is a $15 retail item, obtainable from any dealer, 
and is a combination of catalogue and book/form. 

There is a substantial preface,descriptivJ language, 
and illustrations with respect to every issue.
